Injured Total 21 and 23 Have 
Been Either Rescued or Ac- 
counted For. ° 


HUNT IN RUINS GOES ON 


Structure First Shattered by Ex- 
plosion, Said to Have Been 
Due to Gas Leak. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Eleven hours 
after an explosion and fire which 
wrecked a West Side tenement build- 
ing at 1 a. m., today, the police an- 
nounced that 26 persons were miss- 
ing and probably dead. , 

Ninety-one persons resided in the 
building, according to the agent rep- 
resenting it. The janitor accounted 
for 19 of these as being away at work, 
leaving 72 whom he assumed were in 
the building at: the time the leaking 
gas exploded. These the police ac- 
counted for as follows: Known dead, 
2; injured, 21; missing, probaBly 
dead, 26; known rescued or accounted 
for, 23. 

The names of those rescued alive in 
recesses of the wreckage, up to noon, 
were given out by the police as fol- 
lows: Mr. and Mrs. Albert Johnson, 
respectively, and 
three girls of the Spitzley family— 
Gertrude, aged 8; Mary, aged 12, and 
Charlotte, aged 18. In the other part 
of the ruins, where voices were heard,

Investigations were begun by city and 
county departments. Morris Feldman, 
the janitor, was sent for to confirm his 
atory to the police. He told the latter 
that on various occasions complaint cf 
the odor of gas was made to the gas 
company and that repair men then 
wrapped the pipe with pieces of tape. 
, One who came out yesterday, he said, 
* asserted he could not handle the job 
alone and Feldman said he went. away 
without doing anything. 

Two bodies were recovered from the 
ruins before daybreak, those of an 
unidentified man about 50 years old, 
who was crushed when the walls 
crumbled and of Mrs. Charlotte Stit- 
sley. The tenement was a three-story 
brick structure at 813-23 West Four- 
teenth place. 

The explosion was heard for miles, and 
while some buildings a few yards off 
were undamaged, windows were broken 
many blocks away. Hundreds of He- 
brew, Lithuanian, Polish and Russian 
tenants of the district rushed fron.

If any groundhog was foolish enough 
to leave his warm and cozy burrow in 
or around St. Louis today he saw some- 
thing that scared him’ back. The 
grounchos is traditionally afraid of his 
own shadow, and only once in every 
winter he takes the chance of meeting 
it face to face. This is the day. 

Official weather observers do not think 
much of the groundhog as a competitor, 
but there is a widespread belief, espe- 
cially in rural circles, that if the ground- 
hog sees his shadow on this day he 
will ‘retreat {nto his hole and remain 
there for six weeks, during which pe- 
riod the weather will continue to be 
cold.

IN 3 RESIDENCES 


Buildings and Clothes of the 
Firemen and Policemen 


Are Coated. 


BIG CROWD VIEWS SCENE 


Damage to Houses in 4800 
.. Block on St. Louis Avenue 
About $10,000. 


A fire, which wrecked three residences 
on St. Louis avenue, near Euclid av- 
enue, at 9:30 this morning, occasioned a 
spectacular ice display which was 
viewed by a crowd almost as large as 
would be seen at a downtown fire. 

Ice coated not only the buildings, but 
the clothing of firemen and policemen. 
Neighbors served hot coffee to the fire- 
men, and took into their homes the oc- 
cupants of the houses. 

The fire started in the two-story brick 
and frame house occupied by John C. 
Setzer, a Postoffice clerk, at 4856 St. 
Louis avenue. It spread to the home of 
Carl Nielsen, number 4858, and to that 
of William H. Keary, at 4854, 

The fire is supposed to have started 
from a flue. Keary :aw it while he 
was in his dining room, and called to 
his neighbors. 

The Setzer home was wrecked’ by 
the |falline of the roof, and the dam- 
age in the Keary home wag nearly as 
large. In the Nielson house the dam- 
age was mostly above the first floor, 
the roof being burned. 

A vacant house, number 4852, east 
of the Keary home, was also consid- 
erably damaged. Chief Henderson 
haid the total damage would probably 
exceed $10,000. Setzer and Keary 
rented. their houses, 
owns his.

OREGON'S ANTL-ALEN 
LAND BIL WITHORAWA 


Action Follows Representations 
Against This and Idaho 
Measure by Japan.

SALEM, Ore., Feb. 2.—Oregon’s anti- 
alien land bill was withdrawn from the 
Legislature here today by Senator 
George R. Wilbur, Democrat, who in- 
troduced it, because, as he said, he did 
not want to handicap President Wilson 
with possible Japanese complications 
during the present international crisis. 


Washington Regards Situation Caused 
by Anti-Alien Bills as Serious. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Japan’s rep- 
resentations to the United States against 
the anti-alien land bills pending in Idaho 
and Oregon Legislatures, although made 
informally through her embassy here, 
are considered no Jess. serious at this 
critical juncture of internationa! affair.. 
than her protests against the €alifornia 
laws four years ago. 

Absolutely nothing has been permitted 
by the administration to become public 
until the protest was disclosed by aod- 
peals to the Orégon and Idaho delega- 
tions in Congress to use their influence 
at home to prevent passage of the bills 
at this time. , 

The state of feeling in Japan, proh- 
ably much disturbed by the recent cri- 
sis in the Government, has been repre- 
sented to the State Department as being 
so serious that Japanese statesmen who 
wish to preserve friendly relations with 
the United States fear the passage of 
more legislation in this country directed 
against their country may force the sit- 
uation at home beyond their control. 

Senator Borah today laid before Sec- 
retary Lansing a telegram from the 
Idaho State Senate, explaining that the 
anti-alien land bill just passed by the 
House is: aimed at all aliens, and not 
yarticularly at the Japanese, and ask- 
ing that the Federal Government should 
not atteirpt to interfere with its pass- 
age.

United States Stecl Yields Almost a 
Point, but Reading, American Loco- 
motive and Beet Sugar Gain. 
NE WYORK, Feb. 2.—Stocks contin- 
ued heavy and feverish at today’s open- 
ing, in the absence of encouraging de¢- 
velopments in the international situa-. 
twa. Losses of 1 to 4 points were reg- 
istered by such prominent specialties as

United States Steel was practically 
unchanged at the outset but soon 
yielded almost a point.

SENATE IN INDIANA 
PASSES DRY BIL 


House Has Already Adopted 
‘Measure That Is Returned for 
Action on Amendments. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 2.—The State- 
wide prohibition bill, which would 
make Indiana dry after April 2, 1918, 
was passed by the Senate’ today, 38 
to 11. The bill had already passed 
the House, but now goes back to that 
body for action on the amendments 
written in the measure in the Senate. 
The bill prohitits the sale, manufac- 
ture or distribution in any way of 
alcoholic beverages and would per- 
mit druggists to sell only pure grain, 
alcohol for medical purposes. It 
would give clergymen permission to 
use wine for sacramental purposes. 

Leaders of the Legislature say the 
Senate amendments, chief of which is 
one to fix the time the State goes dry 
as April 2, 1918, instead of Jan. 1, 
1918, as stated in th eoriginal House 
bill, will be concurred in by the

Houses in Utah. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Feb. 2.— 
The Young ,prohibition bill, believed 
to be the most drastic measure ever 
indorsed by a state legislature, passed 
both houses of the Utah Legislature 
yesterday and probably will go to 
|'Gov. Bamberger for his signature 
Monday. The bill passed the Senate 
by unanimous vote and was imme- 
diately forwarded to the lower house 
where but one vote was régistered 
against it. 

In its present form the commission 
feature is eliminated but the Gov- 
ernor is clothed with all the power 
in which it was proposed to vest the 
commissioner. Intoxicating liquors 
of no kind except pure alcohol for 
medicinal and scientific purposes and 
wine for sacramental purposes will 
be permitted in the state.

U.S. HAS EVER HAD, 
SAYS NORTHCLIFFE 


London Publisher Says He Hopes 
America Can Avoid Being | 
Drawn Into War. 


DESPERATE” 
Declares Greatest War Machine 
Has Been Whipped; That 
Allies Can Win. 


“PRUSSKA 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A London dis- 
patch to the Times quotes Lord North- 
cliffe, the London publisher as saying: 

“This is the greatest test America has 
ever had. IT haven't wanted to see Amer- 
ica come into this war. I hope even 
vet it may be avoided. We can win alone 
with our present allies, and when the 
time comes for making peace we will 
not need to be afraid of any possible 
influence of the German-American vote. 

‘There are not enough of the facts 
before me to enable me to judge the 
question of whether America can by 
any possibility keep from it. The Unit- 
ed States has been remote from the war. 
It is perhaps natural that she should 
not know fully w European ‘cfiviliza- 
tion has been up against these two and 
a half vears.. Now she will know what 
it is to be in the path of a great Power 
running amuck.” 

“Why has Germany 
tion?’ was asked. 

“Do not say Germany. It is Prussia,’’ 
returned Lord Northcliffe. “It is a 
shame that one state should be able to 
cast obloquy on all the other German 
peoples, who loathe this kind of war- 
fare on women and children as much 
as the British do. 

“We Have Whipped Them.” 

‘‘Prussia’s reason is this: They are 
desperate. We have Whipped ‘them. 
They had the greatest war machine 
ever constructed. We stopped them at 
the Marne. After wiping out, between 
Mons and Meaux, practically the entire 
British-trained strength, they have wait- 
ed until England has overtaken them in 
men and material. Our gallant allies 
held them while we made ready, splen- 
didly ready. 

“T have been a‘critic of our prepara- 
tions. 1 am just back from France, 
where I have seen our army, so I use 
words accurately in describing it. It is 
beyond praise. 

“We now stand on the land as on the 
seas. We have got Prussia in a cor- 
ner. She is doomed. Her ruling house 
sacrificed everything to establish ; 
trust in crowns. They hoped to set 
despots on many thrones. We are acting 
as trust-busters. e 

“They know what the militarv situy- 
tion is, and that is why they are throw. 
ing prudence and law to the winds: and 
they. misjudge America as they mis- 
judged us. They believe that nothing 
will force the United States to fight. 
just as they beliexed nothing would 
ferce the British Empire to fight. Thav 
thought that Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, India and South Africa woud 
ali revolt.

APPEAL MADE T0 
WILSON 10° KEEP 
NATION AT PEACE 


Advertisement - in New York 
Papers Asks Public to Wire 
Sentiment to President. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A movement for 
a national appeal for unimpassioned 
consideration of the crisis with Germany 
by Presidentz*W¥Tison, Congress and the 
press, suggesting a final offer of medi- 
ation in'the war, was started here to- 
day by a communication addressed to 
the President and signed by 236 persons, 
including Amos Pinchot, Paul H. Kel- 
logg, George W. Kirchway and Oswald 
Garrison Villard. 

The appeal was printed in half-page 
advertisements in newspapers and 
at the bottom was appended a, line 
esking all persons who indorse sen- 
timents contained in the message to 
telegraph President Wilson at once. 

“We recognize the perplexity of 
the problem before you,” the tele- 
fram to the President read, “and 
we wish to express our confidence in 
yeur wisdom and your. power of 
leadership.”’ 

The President is asked, however. not 
to allow the nation ‘“‘to be dragooned 
into the war at the very end by acts 
of’desperation committed by any of the 
belligerents.”’ 

The following suggestions of a 
course then are made: 

“1. That you call on Congress and 
the press of the United States for a 
deliberate and unimpassioned considera- 
tion of the international question with 
the future*of mankind in mind as well 
as in the present crisis. 

“2. That you call on the belligerents, 
both to meet, as the Central Powers al- 
ready have offered to do. and also to 
State their terms, as the allies already 
have done. 

“3. That vou address to- the sover- 
eigns and executive heads of ti: Gov- 
ernments a final and personal offer of 
mediation.’ 

The message reminds Presiden! Wil- 
son that ‘hasty actions of the. public 
press have not, in earlier crises. repre- 
sented fundaniental feelings of the pe»- 
ple.”’ 

The message concludes as fcilows: 

“We, believe that your great oppcr- 
tunity as a fighting leader of the peonole 
of this country is at hand. The me.) 
ard women who elected you will back 
vou in the most extreme measures for 
keeping this country clear of any ignno- 
minious eleventh-hour participation in 2 
struggle for mastery which is not its 
own.”’

FRONT IN FRANCE 


‘German Airmen Get Valuable 


Information by Observations 
Behind English Lines. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, .Feb. 2, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Artillery and reconnoitering ac- 
tivity of a lively sort in many sectors 
of the Franco-Belgian front is reported 
in today’s army headquarters statement. 
The artillery duel was particularly sharp 
between the Ancre and the Somme, 
while in the Gueudecourt sector on the 
Somme front an operation by a Britisn 
force resulted in the German lines be- 
ing entered on a small front ,the Ger- 
mans afterward clearing the position by 
a counter attack. The statement reads: 

“Between Armentieres and Arras nu- 
merous advances by strong British re- 
connoitering detachments failed. - 

“On both sides of the Ancre and on 
the Somme there was a lively artillery 
duel. In the morning and evening hours 
there was lively reconnoitering by our 
troops who brought one officer and 12 
men from hostile trenches southwest of 
Miraumont and northeast of Le Sars. 

“On the road from Gueudecourt to 
Beaulencourt, after a strong fire, the 
British entered our position on the 
front of one company. By counter 
attack the position was cleared. A 
number of prisoners remained in our 
hands. 

“On ,Combres Height and in Ailly 


.forest raiding detachments returned 


20 prisoners from destroyed 
French lines. In the Vosges our re- 
connoitering .troops took six French 
prisoners adiine an enterprise. 

“On the northern. part of the west- 
ern front the airmen were very act- 
ive. Our squadrons secured valuable 
information from the parts of France 
in which are the British. Our adver- 
saries lost seven airplanes in air en- 
gagemetns.”’ 

Nothing of importance is reported 
from other battle fronts.

Transition From War Conditions Al- 
most Unnoticed, Seeretary Tells 
Chamher of Commerce, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Secretary 
Redfield told the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, in an ad- 
dress today that “‘the period of tran- 
sition from war conditions to peace 
conditions in our industries has al- 
ready begun.” He declared munitions 
orders are being supplanted by de- 
mands for products which compose¢ 
normal exports in peace times. 

“The change has come almost un- 
noticed,” said the Secretary, “at the 
very time when many voices were 
raised to say it could only come with 
a’shock. The drift on this side of the 
sea has been toward placing munition 
orders in Canada rather than with us. 
In our own land the orders have 
changed from finished munitions to 
demands for the materials out of 
which munitions can be made. These 
materials are in chief part our nor- 


| mal product in times of peace.

Although Gen. Pershing did not re- 
ceive the formal withdrawal order from 
Washington until 10:32 p. m.,:Jan. 27, 
pleliminary yreparations to evacuate 
the occupied territory were be im more 
than a week previous to that data. 
,When the order finally came truck trains 
had carried >ut all baggage in excess of 
that required by equipment. Al! forage 
had been stored at convenient. points, 
Crganization commanders had received 
confidential and detailed orders, marches 
had been laid out and routes for caval- 
ry and infantry chosen. 

When the first provisional cavalry prt- 
gade broke camp at Colonia Dublan, 
Jan, 31, the 10,760 American sohJers in 
Mexico were moving toward the border. 

Infantry in the Van. 

In the van were -the infantry rogi- 
ments, who left before the cavalry, in 
order that they might arrive at Palomas, 
six miles south of Columbus, with the 
cavalry. At Palomas it is planned to 
assemble the entire expedition, which 
will cross the line into Columbus as a 
unit on Feb. 6. ‘ 

Preparations for sending forward and 
guarding the refugees who began to 
move as soon as it was evident the 
Americans were leaving, were impro- 
vised hurriedly. The bands were _regis- 
tered, assigned to camps near the lines 
and escorted north by cavalry as soon 
as the parties threatened to become tpo 
large to handle. 

There were pitful sights in plenty 
along the line of march and in the 
camps while the nondescript procession 
moved along. The ponies and burros, 
emaciated and harness-scarred, seemed 
to be scarcely able to move. Swarms 
of children, ragged and wide-eyed, 
watched the mounted escorts or saualled 
in chorus when the chill night wind bit 
through their garments when they hud- 
dled about the camp fires. When tranys- 
portation was inadequate, mothers with 
children at their breasts trudged through 
the dust. 

The trip from San Joaquin was an 
especially hard one for the. refugees. 
The wells at Charcos had gone dry when 
they reached Chocolate Pass, and the 
animals had been unwatered for two 
days and nights. 

Villa Generally Feared. 

Residents of Mexico who have had 
dealings with the troops-fear to stay 
in Mexico, in view of threats by Villa 
against the lives of any who profited 


that no serious attempt will be made 
to keep Villa gut ‘of Northern Chihua- 
hua. 

Almost all the Mormon colonists in 
Colonia Dublan and Juarez have left. 
Fewer than 60 remain at Colonia Jua- 
rez. Both A. B. Call, Bishop of Co- 
lonia Dublan, and C. J. Bently, Bishop 
of Colonia Juarez, have left for the 
states. 

With the departure of the troops the 
populous adobe cities that sprang up at 
Ojo Frederico, Dublan, San Joaquin 
and El Valle have vanished in a night. 
Everything burnable was given to the 
flames and adobe walls leveled, and 
after a few rains nothing will be left 


except charred timbers. The sole mon- 
ument probably will be the truck road; 
built at a cost of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

The last dav spent by the rear guard 
at Colonia Dublan dawned clear and 
warm, but before noon a heavy gale 
gave the expedition a final coating of 
alkali dust. 

Simple but impressive ceremonies 
marked the hauling down of the stars 
and stripes when Dublan was aban- 
doned Wednesday morning. 

Encamped at Palomas, just north of 
the border when the rear guard reports 
at that point Feb. 4, will be the entire 
Strength of the expedition in Mexieo. 
That part of the expedition which has 
served on foreign soil number 288 offj- 
cers, 10,46 men, 9441 animals and 400 
wagons. The grand total is 405 officers, 
12,5153 men, 9532 animals and 404 wagons. 

Expedition’s Death Toll. 

The expedition’s death toll, both from 
battle and disease has been’ Two offi- 
cers have been killed and one has died; 
40 enlisted men have succumbed, battle 
and disease claiming equal shares. 

Not one death has been caused by 
maladies usually epidemic among troops 
unused to this country, such as typhoid, 
smalipox and typhus. 

“It is an exceedingly sad commentary 
on conditions in Mexico,’ said Major- 
General Pershing, ‘‘when 3000 natives wil] 
leave their homes to follow to an alien 
land an invading army they had been 
taught to hate and fear. . Before we 
came they believed we would burn their 
homes, ravish thelr. women and execute 
those who protested. But after 10 
months’ experience with American army 
methods they are heart-broken over be- 
ing forced to face former living cond. 
tions and those who can are accompany. 
ingg the troops.”’

Retailers must pay the same amount. 

The Florida law provided for a state license of 
$500 and a county fee of $250 for each county in 
which a trading stamp company operated. Re- 
tailers who gave stamps or profit-sharing certifi- 
cates were subjected to a fee of $250 for each 
store operated. 

It must be quite plain, therefore. that the only 
issue before the U. S. Supreme Court was the 
trading stamps. Both laws were held constitu- 
tional.

Declares It Must Be Fought for, 
Whether Fatherland Is 
Right or Wrong. 


HAS BEEN A MODERATE 


Express Confidence That Lead- 
ers Have Thought Out 
Plans Carefully. 


BERLIN, via London, Feb. 2.—The 
Boersen Zeitung, which has been con- 
sistently moderate on the submarine ana 
Similar issues, summarizes its own 
acquiescence in the decision of the Gov- 
ernment in these words: ‘“‘He would be 
a poor German who would not say 
Right or wrong, the only thing that 
counts now is to fight for the father- 
land’s victory.’ ”’ 

The paper points out that it has stead- 
fastly maintained the attitude that crit- 
icism of the authorities and the leaders 
was not justified, because only they were 
in a position, owing to their knowledge, 
to judge of the wisdom or unwisdom of 
any single act. 

Withholds Former Opposition. 

Therefore, the Boersen Zeitung does 
not attempt to criticise, nor does it re- 
new its earlfer convictions against un- 
restricted submarine warfare. If won- 
ders what international questions will 
be brought up by the decision, but js 
confident that all have been thought out 
in advance. The imperial Chancellor 
and the others who reached the deci- 
sion, says the paper, did so with full 
realization of their responsibility; there- 
fore, it would be irresponsible to criti- 
cise them for a step based on unknown 
facts, 

“Everyone of us wish from the bot- 
tom of our hearts,” says the paper, 
“that the U-boats may have every pos- 
sible success in the warfare just begin- 
ning. We hope the results in other re- 
spects may not be too unfavorable. With 
the decision, the U-boat question has 
vanished from the world. The patri- 


1 otic duty of maintenance of inner unity 


must take precedence over all else in 
the war.”’ 
Morgen Post’s View. 

The Morgen Post, declaring that the 
decision is one of tremendous impor- 
tance, which, however, had to be taken, 
assails those who in the earlier periods 
criticised the opponents of unrestricted 
submarine «warfare mistakenly as the 
opponents of the submarine, when in 
reality they only felt that the-decision 
should rest with the authorities who 
were equipped with proper knowledge. 
The paper declares that the decision 
is not desperate tactics, nor an act of 
desperation, but merely an indication 
that Germamy has clearly decided what 
goal must be reached and what paths 
lead to that goal. 

The Morgen Post concludes with the 
hope that the United States may regard 
the matter in an unpartisan manner, 
but declares that, whether this is the 
case or not, Germany will go ahead 
with it. 

Wolff Expresses No Opinion. 

Dr. Theodor Wolff, who in-his writ- 
ings in the Tageblatt hitherto has been 
a consistent opponent of unrestricted 
submarine warfare, expresses neither 
ai proval nor disapproval of the new- 
ly announced measure, contenting him- 
self with devoting more than three- 
fourths of his long editorial to a color- 
less resume of the Chancellor’s speech 
and the note to the United States. Dr. 
Wolff said: 

“Just how this impression will find 
expression in America must be awaited. 
None among us will close our eyes to 
the seriousness of the step we are tak- 
ing, and we must assume that every- 
thing, to the last detail, has been care- 
fully considered. There has been plenty 
of time to test and weigh everything 
carefully. 

“Nothing can be more urgently de- 
sired than the realization of the wish 
that England may be brought to peace 
by this weapon.” 

“A huge majority of the German /peo- 
ple is united with the German Govern- 
ment in the wish to retain friendly re- 
lations with the United States,’’ says the 
Socialist Vorwaerts. ‘‘America’s great 
historical role is not that of an ally 
of either set of combatants, but an ally 
of all friends of peace on this side as 
well as on the other side of the 
trenches.” 

Count von Reventlow in the Tages 
Zeitung contents himself with reprint- 
ing extracts from earlier editorials and 
essuming an “I told you so” attitude.

Three to Be Reported Favorably 
Will Be on House Calendar 
for Engrossment. 


SURPRISES. EXPECTED 


Opposition to Some - Measures 
Under Cover — Comment 
on Governor’s Attitude. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Feb. °2.—The 
strength of the opposition to the sev- 
eral Gardner: administration measures, 
which,-so far. has becn under cover, will 
be felt for the first time in the House 
of Representatives next week, when 
three of the important measures will be 
on the calendar for engrossment. 

The House Ways and Means Comniit- 

tee last night voted to report favorably 
the State tax commission bill and the 
mortgage tax bill, and the Committee 
on Penitentiary voted to report favor- 
ably the prison reform Dill. 
- The Governor believes that every 
measure he proposed in his inaugural 
address will be passed by the Legisla- 
ture, but Senators and Representatives 
who have attended other sessions and 
have watched other Governors in their 
attempts to get desired legislation are 
predicting that the Governor will have 
some painful surprises. 

It is frequently commented upon at 
the Capitol that there is no appearance 
of active work by the, Governor to carry 
out his program. The announcements of 
his desires in matters of legislation have 
beer read by the members but there is 
no indication of the exercise of that 1- 
fiuence by the Governor which always 
has been necessary to carry measures 
through both Houses. There are no con- 
ferences with Senate and House leaders 
and there is no indication at the execu- 
tive office of any activity on matters of 
legislation. 


Visit of Senator Stone. 
(he Governor, on the day Senator 


Stene arrived in Jefefrson City. de 
clared :that every one of his meus 
sures would be passed and every. 
cne of is e@ppointees: confirmed. Ai 
though the Governor has denicd tha: 
Senator Stone’s visit was for the pur- 
pose of influencing legislation, it gen- 
erally is understood here that the Gov- 
ernor brought the Senator to Missouri tu 
urge upon members of the Legislature 
the party necessity of carrying out the 
Governor’s program, and to those who 
have been watching for indications of 
executive activity that seems to be al! 
the Governor has done: 

The Senato-'s visit was not entirely a 
success, and it is very doubtful fhat it 
accomplished its purpose. "The Senator 
urged leaders to confer with the Gov. 
ernor, and some of them who have trie: 
to confer with him have declared thar 
they will make no second attempt. 

The general talk is that the Govern: 
is willing to confer only along the line 
of his own ideas and that he is not 
willing to make concessions which 
will conciliate opposition. One member 
Said: “T am willing to g0 into confer- 
eice with the Governor, and have tried 
to, but the trouble with him is that ae 
won't confer. He can see nothing ex- 
cept his own ideas.”’ 

Has Difficult Program. 

he Governor’s program, in a general 
scnse, approved by the men of larger 
ideas in the Legislature, is admittedly 
one of the most difficult ever attempted 
by a Governor. Faced with a Stace 
deficit of more than $2,000,000, left by the 
Major administration, Gov. Gardner pro- 
vided a program to provide more reve 
nue for the State to take up the deficit 
ard provide tie funds for the necessary 
activities of government. 

Revenue measures always have 
aroused the bitter opposition of many 
representatives from rural] counties. 
More than 75 per cent of the counties 
of the State receive back from the State 
more money than they pay into the 
State treasury, and have begun to look 
upon the State as a benefactor. Many 
of their representatives in the Legis- 
lature seem to have assumed an attitude 
of demanding that their roads and their 
schools shall be supported by the 
money derived from taxation ir. the 
larger cities, and that they virtualiy 
be relieved of expenses of the State 
Government. 

The Gardner revenue Dills will raise 
taxes in these counties, and it is cer- 
tain that the representatives of many 
of the rural counties will Oppose them 
for this reason. 

The prison reform bill and the bill 
providing a board of control Zor elee- 
mosynary institutions also will encoun- 
ter much opposition. Each of these 
bills abolishes a number of boards of 
managers, and each member of each 
of these boards, almost without ex- 


ception, is opposed to the Gardner bil! 
afiecting such institutions. 
This opposition, while known at the 


Capitol, has not Ween felt, and wil! not 
be felt until the bills get on the floor 
of the House for engrossment. While 
it may not be sufficient to defeat the 
bills entirely, experienced legislators 
are of the opinion that it may be strong 
enough to defeat the real purpose of 
the bills, which is to centralize the man- 
agement of many instntutions in two 
boards and by this means take the in- 
stitutions out of politics and bring about 
economies of management. 

There appears to be little question that 
the situation as regards the Governor's 
program its sufficiently serious to re- 
quire the closest executive § attention 
and the most experienced assistance 
that he can get. Legislators complain 
that he is not willing to make conces- 
sions which will obtain their support. 1t 
is conceded that there have no indica- 
tions of concessions by the Governor. 
unless the appointment of Ward 
Painter of the penitentiary is consi 
ered a concession to the “old guard.” 

The Governor's only alternative is a 
straight-out fight through an appeal to 
the public to arouse public sentiment te

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AMERICA’S ULTIMATUM. 


The German crisis calls for prompt and de- 
cisive action. 

President Wilson, in acknowledging the re- 
jcelpt of the German note, should demand its 
reversal within a period not exceeding 48 hours. 
This demand should be coupled with a warning 
that the loss of an American life or an Ameri- 
can ship, through lawless submarine attack, will 
be the signal for action in defense of American 
rights and American lives. 

There is no occasion for further exchanges of 
notes. The position of the United States has 
been clearly defined. The ultimatum of the 
Sussex note has been defied by Germany and 
her pledges ‘broken. Refusal of the demand for 
the reversal of the submarine policy of the Ger- 
man allies should be followed immediately by 


Tthe dismissal of their diplomatic representatives. 


We do not underestimate the seriousness of the 
crisis confronting us nor the consequences of 
action which would lead to war. When the 
sword is unsheathed it cannot be sheathed at 
will nor can the results be foreseen. But we do 
not believe that submissive inaction would avert 
warexcept for a short time. We do not see how 
war can be avoided under the conditions imposed 
by the central Powers. They are intolerable. 
The German allies are making war upon us and, 
early or late, we will have to meet the issue of 
our rights and vital interests as well as the in- 
terests of civilization and humanity, possibly 


‘Tunder circumstances which will make our task 


tenfold harder. 

Resistance to the ruthless course of Germany 
and the unbearable terms she imposes upon us 
and all neutrals is defense of civilization and of 
rights that no nation can relinquish without dis- 
honor and ultimate ruin. Our usefulness as a 
neutral is nullified and our mission as a peace- 
maker is destroyed by this act of brutal despot- 
ism in pursuance of the will to conquer, regard- 
less of law, right and humanity. In the event 
that Germany wins through these methods, we 
shall have to face a crisis which will menace our 
own independence and progress as a sovereign 
nation. 

National self-preservation, not to speak of 
honor or humanity, requires that we resist with 
all our might this monstrous attack upon nat- 
ural and national rights and the liberties of man- 
kind.

The idea seems to be 
that when a young woman tells a man she will 
be his for life, it is the part of wisdom for her 
to get the fact on record as soon as possible. 
Once it is down in black and white that William 
and Wilhelmina have agreed to take each other 
for better or for worse, William will have one 
very strong incentive to keep his fancy chained 
to where it belongs. If it should go astray and 
William should lose sight of his duty through the 
wiles of a new charmer the breach of promise 
verdict is as good as obtained. 

At first blush the advantage would seem to be 
in the lady’s favor. A more careful study of the 
matter, however, indicates that the reverse is 
true. William would have to be in earnest before 
he would go so far as to pile up so much evidence 
against himself. On the other hand the fact 
that he had not registered his betrothal might 
relieve him of a great deal of embarrassment. 
More than one William, before now, has faced 
the alternative of matrimony or a damage suit 


because his actions, when he was merely trying to} 


be nice, were misconstrued.

The Constitution sets up the conditions under 
which an annexation plan may be carried into 
effect with the full consest of the people, but 
the statutes books prescribe no machinery for 
satisfying these conditions. Thé proposed en- 
abling act supplies the omission. 

St. Louis cannot be confined indefinitely to a 
restricted, inadequate area. The large and in- 
creasing population beyond its boundaries cangot 
be denied indefinitely the protection of the metro- 
politan police district. They cannot be subjected 
indefinitely to charges for water, electricity and 
gas which in some cases are exorbitant as com- 
pared with city rates. 

But although many objects of cpmmon benefit 
‘will be promoted by the annexation at present of 
certain strips of territory immediately adjacent to 
the city and perhaps the annexation of other 
strips later as growth continues, the draft of the 
enabling act does not itself vouchsafe these bene- 
fits. It merely permits the people affected to re- 
alize them if they so desire. 7 

It should be passed. The Legislature assumes 
no responsibility for any annexation plan by 
passing the bill. It will, however, assume & 
heavy responsibility by refusing to pass it and 
withholding from the people recognized advan- 
tages which they may wish to insure to them- 
selves.

The shyness of some American capitalists in 
the matter of European war loans is not so hard 


attitude of the Canadian press towards such loans. 
While éndeavoring to convince their American 
readers that no better imaginable cause could call

dian journals have taken great pains to persuade 
the people of their own country not to participate 
in loans offered in the United States. 

The Toronto Daily News has advised its read- 
ers to take no part in the loan of $250, 000, 000 be- 
ing floated in New York through J. P. Morgan & 
Co. It argues that no Canadian banker, broker 
or capitalist can make any such investment at 
this time without incurring moral obloquy. It 
even demands that the Dominion Government 
take some steps to prevent investments of the 
kind. 

Such an argument sounds strange in néutral 
ears. Ifa loan to the allies is to be indorsed as 
a matter of abstract value, the hard-headed Yan- 
kee mind will want to know why it is to be com- 
mended to American investors and denied to 
Canadian investors. If it is argued that every 
dollar of Canadjan money thus invested is so 
much more of Canadian money irretrievably tied 
up in the outcome of the war, it is pertinent to 
ask why Canadifn money should ask any advan- 
tages over American money in, the same field of 
investment. If it is the theory that all British 
sources are to be kept as free as possible for 
later needs of the empire, why should foreign 
capital not also keep itself free? 

Our Canadian brethren seem to be entirely too 
ingenious. Or perhaps we Americans are entire- 
ly too sophisticated. Whichever it may be, it is 
hard to escape the conclusion that Canadian cau- 
tion in this matter of dollars and cents is bound 
to react upon our own country. While we are 
willing enough to buy the pig, we dislike to think 
that those who may be better informed than we 
are inclined to consider it a pig in a poke.

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ON THE FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE. ° 

What the General Board of the Navy advised in 
the way of new battleships the House Naval Com- 
mittee has now accepted. This calls for the con- 
struction of three dreadnoughts of 42,000 tons 
displacement, with a speed of 23 knots and carry- 
ing 12 16-inch guns. The largest American bat- 
tleships hitherto authorized and now building will 
displace 32,600 tons, have a speed of 21 knots and 
carry eight 16-inch guns. These are the first of 
our ships to have guns above 14-inch caliber. 
Great Britain has believed in the big and bigger 
warship as a first factor in naval power, and the 
experiences of this war have not shaken that 
faith. Her biggest battleship at the outset of 
the war was the new Queen Elizabeth of 27,500 
tons, with eight 15-inch guns, and that {s still 
afloat. She has lost from war operations no bat- 
tleship approaching that tonnage, and her super- 
dreadnoughts are the backbone of her sea power. 

In strength of armament these new American 
battleships will be ahead of anything in the rest 
of the world afloat or known to be building. 
Congress is taking the right course. If we are to 
build for an unsurpassed ‘first line of naval de- 
fense, this is the way to go about it.
